INTRODUCTION 

A plan was initiated by the Cleveland School District in 1979 
to develop a law-related educational program for the elementary grades. 
This plan was designed to address the crucial need identified bri the 
local, as well as national level, for youngsters to become educated in 
citizenship, the law and the courts. through a grant fi-om The Cleveland 
Foundation, the Division of Social Studies, Cleveland Public Schools, 
was able to initiate the development of the innovative Elementary Law- 
Related Education Program (ELRE) daring the (1979-80) school year. 

Resulting from this developmental phase of the program wa? 
the ELRE Resource Guide. The guide contains directed lessons, strate- 
gies and learning act-ivities for use by teachers and students in grades 
3-6. Lessons included in the guide focus on the following topics: 
Gr.-ide 5: Rules and Resp>bnsibilities 
Grade 4 : Origins of Law 

: Grade 5: Law and Influence in America 

. Grade 6: The Court System 

During the 1980^81 school year, 48 elementary teachers field- 
tested th^ materials and approaches of ELRE Resource Guide. Sugges- 
tions for revisions made by the field-test teachers were incorporated 
into the ELRE Resource Guide. The development of student knowledge 
tests and attitudinai surveys to accompany each unit was initiated 
during this phase of the frogram. Pilot t-jsting of the student evalua- 
tion instruments pointed out the need to revise and refine the 
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instruments. These test and attitude survey revisions were conducted 
during first semester of the 1981-32 school year; The revised instru- 
ments were used to assess the impact of the program on students: 

order to insure that law-related education would become an 



integral part of the Grade 3-6 elementary social st-iries curriculum, 
Cleveland's Division of rilementary Social Studies has created a per- 
manent Center for Elementary Law^Related Education at Emile B. de Saiire 
Elementary Schbui. A grant from the U.S. Department of Education pro- 
vided funding for the establishment of the ELRE Center. 

The goals of the El ementary Law -Re lated Education Program 
tor the ^^'^1-82 school year are listed below. 



Diffuse the ELRE Program to approximately 200 
classrooms of grades 5-6 in order to maximize the 
use of project developed materials. 

Provide grade 5-6 teachers from public and nbri- 
pub lie schools with the training that will enable 
them to successfully incorporate elementary law-re- 
lated education learning strategies . contained within 
el eve land ' s Resource Guide into their existing social 
studies classroom instruction , 

Offer grade 5-6 public and non-public teachers 
the opportunity to obtain a variety of creative local- 
ly constructed and commercially published law-related 
curriculum materials as wel i as audio -visual aids that 
can be used to enhance thei.r classroom instructional 
presentations . 

.A.ssi.s u local legal representatives who have little 
contact with grade 5-6 student groups to work comfort- 
ably within the classroom in order to insure that stu- 
dents can profit from their unique expertise and ex- 
periences . 

Coordinate field trip expierierices that wi 1 1 al low 
participating grade 5-6 public and non-public stu- 
dents the opportunity to. view . the efforts of insti- 
tutions that have been charged with .responsibility 
of maintaining various law-related functions within 
the -Cleveland communi'.y. 

ProTOte the acquisition of increased knowledge re- 
garding law-related educational concerns among grade 
3-6 public/non-pubiic students as weli as adults. 
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Refine . cognitive and af f ective . rrieasurerrierit instru- 
ments _iri order to gather additional data regarding 
the effect of the project impact on students. 

This evaluation report will document the extent of attainment 
of the proposed performance objectives and the process employed to 
implement the 1981-82 program goals. 

PRaGR.AM OUTCDNIES 

The Center For Elementary Law-Related Education proposed two 
performance objectives: Three process objectives were proposed to im- 
plement the i98i-32 program; The extent of attainment of each of the 
process and i^erformance objectives, based on examination of project 
records, analysis of student performance and survey data from teachers, 
and interviev;s with Beverly S. Clark, project manager; follows. 



Process Objective 1 

A process of imp] emerit irig the Elementary Law ^ Re lated 
Education Pro j ect produced materialswillbe deve loped . 
The' process will focus on involving 200 classroom tea- 
chers of grades three through six. in 20 to 25 randomly 
selected schools from the seven clusters. A_ control 
group of approximately 10 schoolswill be selected in a 
like manner. Because of the varying grade structure of 
schools in the district [1-3, 4-6, and 1-6] attempts 
wiii be made to equalize the number of participating 
classes over the range of grades served. 

Activities . Letters were sent by the project manager t: 
principals of 34 public eleinehtary schools in the seven clusters , •in- 
viting their schools to participate . in the ELBE. Officials, of the. 
Lutheran Schools and the Catholic Diocese of Cleveland who had pledged 
involvement in the project, were asked to select schools to be in the 
nonpublic project participating school 

Schools agreeing to participate in the project submitted . lists 
of the teachers of grades 3-6. From these lists teachers were randomly _ 
assigned to experimental and conrrai groups at each grade level.. Partici- 
pating teachers received a letterfrom the project manager outlining the 
nature and scope of their involvement; 

ilosults and Conclusions^ Thirty-four public and four hbhpubiic 
elementary schools were identified for project participation^ From 
these schools a sample of 189 teachers of grades 3-6 were randomly 



selectedto implement the ELRE materials and strategies in. their . class- 
rooms, _Included in this number w"ere_168 teachers_new to the. project 
and 21 form.er. field-test teachers. .Students of 55 teachers in 17 public 
and 2 nonpiublic schools served as the cdhtrdl group for comparative 
analysis . 

Table 1, page 5, summarizes the distribution of public and 
nonpublic teachers in the experimental and control groups by grade. The 
number. of students receiving EtRE instruction is summarized by grade in 
Table 2, page 5, A list of the 1981-82 participating schools is found 
in Appendix A. 

Process objective 1 was attained: 



Process Objective 2 

Two days of pre-service instruct ion Will be provided 
to the approximately 200 . teacher.s of grades three 
through six who wil 1 implement the Elementary . Law- 
Related. Program. Orientation to the nature of and 
rationale for law-related education as well as "hands- 
on" experience' in using the curriculum guide will be 
given the first day. The second day will provide 
visitation to anticipated class field-trip sites. 

Activities . Preservice workshops for participating teachers 
at each grade level were scheduled by the project manager. .Notices of 
the workshop arrangements were sent to the teachers and their principals. 
Included in the arrangements were. procedures for obtaining substitute 
teacher coverage for classes of the participating teachers. 

The agenda developed for the' .inj-rial day of preselrvice by the 
project manager included an overview of the ELRE Program, familiarisation 
with the ELRE Resource Guide, involvement in specific classroom activi- 
ties and an explanation of the evaluation procedures. The agenda for 
the second day of preservice featured teacher visitations to grade-level 
field-trip sites and the ELRE Genter. 

Resnl ts^nd -GoTLciuslons ^ Project records document that two 
days of preservice instruction were provided for each project teacher 

new_ to the project: The initial day of preservice, a workshop con- 

duc:ted by the project manager with the assistance of the ELRE Resource 
Guide writing team, followed this schedule:

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A totai of i64 of the 168 teachers new to the project C9§^)_ 
attended tf.e initial day of_preservice^_ Theteachers rated the quality 
of the workshop by completing a reaction form. Summaries of teachers* 
responses will be included with the discussion of Performance Objective 1. 

A second day of preservice was arranged for each teacher to 
visit a field-:rip site and the HLRE Center. The schedule for the pre- 
service fol lows :

Process Objective 3 

Tests and attitudinal scales will be developed and/or 
revised for each grade served by the project. Test 
reliability arid validity will be determiried. 



Activities . A 3D-item multiple-choice test of knowledge arid 
a 15-item attitudinal survey was developed to accompany each of the four 
units of study contained in the ELRE Resource Guide. 

Th.e following procedure describes the process used to develop 
valid items for each of the four 30-j.teTn multiple-choice tests. 

i. A test-specification chart was designed to serve 
as a framework for items written to correspond to 
objectives included in each of the four units of 
study. (See Appendix B for test-specification 
charts . ) 



2. A pool of 4-response multiple-choice test items was 
written by the project director and the writing team. 
Technical assistance in item writing was given by 
the project evalustor. 

3. The items were reviewed, and edited by the project 
evaluatdr, theri compi led^ into four test documents. 

4. The tests were administered to a sample of nonprdject 
classes. An item analysis was coricucted by irispec- 

Q tion. Faulty items were fewrirten.

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5. The revised tests were administered to teachers 
participating in the. project inservice workshop. 
Te"acher iripUt regarding test-item revisions and 
test administration was ihcorpbrated into the final 
test drafts. 

Four l5-item attitude surveys were developed in a similar man- 
ner, they were designed as self-reporting inventories to measure the 
extent to^which thepupiis hadfeelings of agreement or disagreement 
toward statements relating to topics included in each of the four units 
of study. 



The process to develop the attitude surveys follows : 

1 . A series of statement :i expres s ranges of opinion 
toward topics in the units ./ere written and/or com- 
piled by theproject manager. Responses were Agree, 
Not Sure or Disagree, 

2 . The statements for_ each unit _ we re reviewed, and edited 
by the prbj ect evaluator . [Inappropriate items were 
discarded or rewritten , ) The number of statements 
was narrowed to approximately 20 per unit. 

5 . The statements were reviewed by the project writing 
team; The project manager selected 15-items per unit. 

4: The statements were compiled into the four attitude 
survey documents. 

The project-developed knowledge and attitude instruments were 
administered on a pre/post basis to participating students in grades 
3-6 to determine the impact of the ELRE Program, Results obtained from 
the administratior of these instruments are presented in th'^ discussion 
Performance Objective 2. 

Results and Conclusions. A 50-item multiple-choice test of 
knowledge and a 15-iteni three-response attitude survey were developed 
for each of these ELRE Resource Guide units: 

Rules and Responsibi 1 ities 

Origins of Law 

Law and Influence In .America 

; The Gourt System 

Copies of the four tests may be found in Appendix c; Attitude Surveys 
are found in Appendix D. 

To demonstratethat the knowledge tests possessed content 
validity, that is, they measured a representative sample of the sub- 
ject-matter content, test specification charts were used to guide the_ 
development of individual items. The charts listed all the objectives 
of a unit along brie side of a grid and then items were constructed to 
correspond to the objectives. Test items were written at both the know- 
ledge and application level of cbgniticr. . 
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The foilbwing factors were additionally . addressed by the test 
developers to help insure that the tests were valid: 

1. Clear direction and two examples were printed oh 
the face of each test; 

2. Teachers were instructedto read test items aloud 
to students to decrease the influence ofp^piis' 
reading skills on test results. Test administra- 
tion instructions are included in Appendix Ei 

3. Test item construction was guided by rules for 
writing muitiple-choice questions contained in the 
Classroom Test Skills ^program. 

4. The tests were designed to be of sufficient length 
to sample all objectives in each unit (30 items). 

5. Items were ari^anged randomly on each rest to avoid 
patterns of difficulty level. 

6. The four responses for the multiple-choice items 
were arranged in alphabetical order to avoid placing 
the correct answer rn an rdeht t f iable pattern of 
responses . 

The reliability coefficient was calculated for each test to 
determine how consistent the scores would be fron one measurement 
to another. The split-half method was used on the post-test scores. 
This method correlated the scores on one half of the. test items, to 
the other half. .A high correlation (1.0 being the maximum possible _ 
value) bef;veen scores on the two halves of a test denotes the equival- 
ence of thv-i two halves and consequent iy the adequacy of the sampling. _ 
of items. To assist in computation, the RELIABI LITY subprogram of the 
SPSS Statistical Computer Software Packagewas used to calculate the 
Spearman- Brown Split-Half Reliability Coefficient: 

The split-half reliability coefficients resulting for the 
four 50-item multiple-choice ELRE t-sts were:

The Court System .85 

teacher made-tests commonly have reliabilities somewhere be- 
tween .60 and .85. Because all of the coefficients calculated for the 
four tests fall in.the high half of this range of scores, the tests may 
be judged to be reliable. 

Process objective 3 Was attained . 

*.A locally developed Title IV-C inservice program to assist teachers in 
the preparation, use and analysis of classroom tests. 



Performance ObjectiA^^ 



Following the completion of the Center *s orientation 
training program, participating grade 3-6 teachers 
will indicate a 4.00 mean rating, based on a one to 
five rating scale^ for all items included on a locally 
constructed rating questionnaire developed to misasUre 
the effectiveness of the training activities. 



A ctivities . The rating instrument developed to measure the 
ef fertiven'ess of the 1980-81 preservice training sessions for field- 
test teachers was used to measure the attainment of this objective. 
(A copy of the workshop rating sheet may be found in Appendix F.) 
This instrument listed ten items regarding the quality, purpose and 
style of the workshop . Teachers were asked to indicate their im- 
pression of the inservice workshop by responding to the 10 items on 
a 1-5 rating scale, 5 representing the most positiverat ing^ "^^^X 
were additionally asked to list commendable point5_,_recoinmendat ions 
for improvement and other comments regarding the workshop sessions. 

Because there were workshops held for teachersof each 
grade-level, third through sixth , and non-public part icipating tea- 
chers, the instrument was administered and tallied separately for each 
of the five groups. 

Results and. Conclusions . A total of 156 teachers completed 
the rating .sheet at the. conclusion of the five inservice workshops. 
.For each of the 5 workshops all_ items received mean ratings exceeding 
the 4:0 minimum specified for objective attainment. The average rating 
by the 156 teachers accross all ten items was 4.68_. .Appendix F 
xncindes summaries of the mean ratings for each of the five workshops 
as well as the total ratings of all teachers, .'\dditiohal ly , _ the re- 
sponses to the open-ended questions regarding commendable, points a-rid 
recommendations are given for a 20% rahaom sample of teachers for _ each, 
workshop group. These responses were generally favorable and reflected 
positive contributions from the teacher participants.

Performance Objective 2 

After having participated in the ELRE Center's class- 
room instructional program^ randomly . selected samples 
of grade 3-6 students will . evidence significantly, 
great knowledge of law-related information _(p^.05] 
and attitude toward law- related concepts Cp^*'^^^.. 
than that demonstrated by randomly selected samples of 
grade 3-6 control students who did not participate in 
any of the eenter_'s instructional activities during the 
1981-82 school year:

tests were administered by classroom teachers in January, 1982. Post 
testing took place in May, 1982. Tests and surveys were submitted to 
the project evaluator for processing^ scoring and analysis. 

ResrtitS-^nd Goncinstons. For analysis P^^P^^^^* P^?_^^^_P°^'^ 
scores on the knowledge tests and attitude surveys were selected for 
students au each grade level whose 7-digit pupil identifies :ion number 
ended in the numbers 5 and 7. This selection process provided a random 
sample of approximately 20% of the total number of project participants 
who were present for the administration of both the pre and post measure- 
ment instruments . i 

Pre/post knowledge and attitude results were analyzed at each 
grade level by comparing year-end total scores of the experimental and 
control groups to determine whether the treatment had a differential 
effect on the group. The bas_ic__s_tat istic used, to analyrr ^he daVa was 
the_analysis of covariarice (.ANCOVAj , This technique, analyzed the group 
differences, on the dependent variable ,_ post scores, by_using the pre 
scores as the covariate to adjust for initial group differences. To 
assist in .computation , the SPSS Statistical Computer Software Package 
was used for the analysis of covariance. 

Table 3, page ii, presents a summary of the pre and post 
mean scores for the 50-item tests of knowledge by grade and treatment. 
The signifiance of the ANGGVA is given by grade; Also indicated on 
this table are the deviations from the predicted post scores based on 
the pre scores; A discussion. of the test results by grade follows. 

Third Grade Test: "Rules and Responsibilities^^' _^fi^_P°^^ 

test mean score of the experimental group (22^643 was significantly 

higher rp<.001) than that f20.41) of the control group based on a one 
way analysis of covariance design. CSee Appendix G for the ANCOVA 
table.) The estimated F value of 20.626 Cdf=l,199) indicates that the 
treatment, project participation , had an impact on students' scores on 
the ''Rules and Responsibilities" test. Examination of the deviation 
from the piredicted post score based on the pre score, shows that the 
experimental group mean score increased by .60, while the control group 
decreased by 2.r0. This is further exidence that the treatment had 
an impact. 

Fourth Grade Test: "Origins. of Law." The post test mean 
score of the experimental group 1^17.353 was signiricarit ly higher 
Cp^.OOl) -than that [12.91) of the control group_based on a one way 
analysis of covariance design (see Appendix H) . The. estimated F 
value of 48; 073 Cdf=l,2305 indicates that treatment had an impact 
on students' scores on the "Origins of Law" test. This impact _is 
further reinforced by the experimental group's increase of 1.15 from 
the predicted post score mean while the control group decreased 3.£^.

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Fifth Grade Test: "Law and Influence in Ameri-ca." The post 
test mean score of the experimental group (17.11) was significantly 
higher tp<C.0053 than. that (15.05) _bf the control group, based . on a .one 
way analysis /of cQvariance . desigrl (se.e App.eridix I ). The .estimated F 
value of 8.212 (df =1,2403 indicates that the treatment Had an impact 
on .students ' scores on the "Law arid Irifluence in America" test . 
Additionally, the post score mean for the ex^c^rimental group was .28 
higher than predicted, while it was ^.84 lower for the control group. 

Sixth (3rade Test: "The Gouft Sysrem;" The post test mean 
score for the experimental group (IS; 97) was significantly higher 
(p<^. 001) than that (12:79) of the control group based on a one way 
analysis of covariance design (see Appendix J ) : The estimated F 
value of 38.008 (df=l,232) indicates that the treatment had an impact 
on students' scores on "The Court System" test. As with the pio- 
ceeding grades, the post score mean was higher (.86) than the predict- 
ed, while the control group was lower (-3,94). 

Table 4, page, 15, presents a summary of the pre and post 
n.ean scores for the i5-it::m attitude surveys by grade and treatment. 
The significance of the .ANCOVA is given b/ ^rade; .Additionally, the 
deviations from the predicted post scores, based on the pre scores, are 
indicated on Table 4. It is important to note when examining scores on 
this table that the preferred pre-to-post trend on the attitude survey, 
to signify increased agreement, is a decrease in mean score. This is 
because the responses" on the att itudinal scale; were v;cightcd: Agree = 
1; Not Sure = 2; Disagree - 3, 

A discussion of the survey results by grade follows. 

Third Grade Survey; "Rules arid Responsibilities ." The post 
survey mean . score of th.e experimental group (13.59) was sigriif icaritly 

lower (p<:^.019) than that (20. 05). of the control group based ori a 

one way analysis of covariance design.. (See Appendix. K for the .ANCOVA 
table.) The estimated F value of 5.539 (df=l,I23) indicar^s that the 
teatmerit had an impact on students' scores on the "Rules and irresponsi- 
bilities" attitude survey; Examination of the deviation from the 
predicted post score, based on the pre score, show.s that the experi- 
mental group mean score decreased by ;41, while the control group in- 
creased by 1:20: This is further evidence that the treatment had an 
impact : 

Fourth Grade Survey: "Origins of Law:" The post survey mean 
score of the experimental group (23.04) was riot significantly lower 
than that (24:33) of the control group based on a one way ariaiysis of 
covariance design (see Appendix L )• The estimated ^_Y^^^^_°^ 
(df=l,199) indicates that project participation did not have a signifi- 
cant (p^.OOS) impact on students' scores on the "Origins of Law" 
attitude survey. Examination of the deviation from the predicted post 
score, however J reveals" that the mean score of the experimental group 
decreased by .17> while the control group increased by .60. This 
trend iri the scores. indicated that the treatment had an impact, but not 
enough to be significant at the specified level of >tatistical significance.

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Fifth Grade Survey^ "Law and Influence in America." The 
post survey mean score of the experimental group (21.04) was not 
significantly Cp!^-OOS) lower than that (22.02) of the control group 
based ona one way analysis of covariance design (see .appendix M ). 
The estimated F value of 1.846 (df=l ,203) indicates that'project 
participation did not have a significant impact on students' scores .oh 
the "Law and Influence in Aiiibrica" attitude survey.. As true of grade 
four, the deviation from the predicted post score_decreased (-.14) 
for the experimental group, while it increa.sed (.55) for the control 
group. Again, this, trend indicated that the treatment had an impact, 
but not enough to be significant at the specified level of statistical 
significance. 

Sixfi Grade Survey:. "The Court System." The post survey 
mean score of the_ experimental group (23.64) was sign."i:f icant ly 
(p>.03?) lower than that (24.47) of the control group based on a one 
way analysis, of covariance design (see Appendix N_2i_L'rhe estimated F 
value of 4.316 [df=l,lS8) indicates that the treatment had an impact 
on students' .scores on "The Gourt System" attitude survey. This im- 
pact, is reinforced by the decrease (-: nO) of the experimental group 
and increase (.80) of the .-'-^-rrol ^iroup on this deviation froru pre- 
dicted post scores. 

Performance objective 2 was attained for the 50-item knowledge 
^ 15-item attitude surveys in 5 and b. 

The objective was not atr^in-ed for the attitude surveys in grades 4 and 5. 

Ill; SUP P LEMENTAL-F-XND I >tGS 

In addition to conducting the activities necessary to accom- 
plish the proposed objectives, the project staff implemented several 
other activities which enhanced the program services .__ Included among 
these activities were the initiation of the ".Adopt-A-Class Program," 
the preparation of a model _ lesson on video _tape_ and reconvening of the 
ELRE Advisory Board. A brief discussion of each of these services 
follows . 

Adopt " A" CI as. s Program. The "Adopt -A-Class Program" was a col- 
laborative effort of the Bar Association of Greater Cleveland and the 
ELRE Program to develop liaison betv-'een persons in the legal profession 
and elementary school staff. The program aimed to identify attorneys who 
would volunteer to visit classes and serve as resource persons to 
classroom teachers: An initial meeting was conducted in March, 1982 
to give the 51 participat ingiawyers and teachers the opportunity to 
meet and match areas of interest that would best serve the ELRE pro- 
gram: (See Appendix lawyers and teachers in the pro- 
gram.) The meeting was hosted by the Greater Cleveland Bar Association. 
The_"Adopt-A-eiass Program" will be continued during the 1982-83 school 
year :

The board inet in October 1981, to review ELRE accomplishments 
and plans for the ensuing school year. The ELRE Advisory Board has 
pledged to continue its support to the program. (A list of members is 
found in Appendix D.) 



IV. SUMMARY .AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

The gerieral aims of the project for the project for the 1981-82 
school year were to implement the ELRE Program in 200 classrooms of 
grades 3-6, to develop student knowledge and attitude evaluation instru- 
merits and to measure the impact of the program on students based om a 
pretest-posttest expcriirierital -cbritrol group desigri. To achieve these 
aims, three _ process _ objectives and twp_product objectives were proposed. 
Responsibility for irhplemeriting the ELRE program rested with the project 
manager assisted by a part-time clerk. 

.Major achievements of the Elementary Law-Related Education 
Program resulting from the attainment of objectives included the 
following: 

A total of 5,585 pupils from grades 3,4,5 arid 6 re- 
ceived classrooms instruction in elementary law- re- 
lated education : 

-5,211 pupils from the Cleveland Pubi ic Schools 
-374 pupils from non-public schools in Cleveland 

All pupils participated, in a field-trip to a site_ 
selected to enhance their classroom instruction in 
law-re lat ed educat ion 
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total of 189 teachers impi emented the ELRE Pro- 
gram in their classrooms: 
-168 teachers new tothe project 
-21' teachers participating for a second year 

Inservice workshops were provided for all teachers 
new to the project. 

A valid arid rel iable 30-item test was developed for 
each of the four Uni^rs of educational materials. 

Pupils in grades 3,4 >5 and 6_ de.. trated signifi- 
cant gains iri scores on the Knowledge tes t:s after 
pro j ect participation . 

A 15-item attitude survey was developed to accompany 
each unit of educational materials. 

Pupils grades 3 and 6 demonstrated significant posi- 
t ive increases in scores on the attitude surveys 
after pro j ect participation : 

A center for Elementary Law-Re latedEducation was 
established at Emile B. DeSauze Elementary School. 



.A process for circulating supplementary education.* 1 
materials housed at the ELRH Ceiiier was established 
and maintained. 

The ".Adopt^.A- Lawyer" prdgrain was established in col- 
laboration with the Bar .Association of Greater Cleveland. 

The ELRE. .Advisory Board was reconvened arid me": once 
Huring the school year . 

A video tape demons trat ion lesson was prepared . 

Propcs^^ls for additional program f^'nding were developed. # 

Information regarding the project was disseminated 
at local and national Bar Association meetings and 
in a nat.^:onal education publication. (See .Appendix Q.) 



The ELRE Program has succeeded in attairiing virtually all of 
the objective^ proposed for the 1981-82_ phase of the priDject. Several 
recommendations presented below could however > serve to refine the 
program. Those recommendations to project staff are: 

Placing the ELRE Center in a school more ceritrally 
located than Emile B. DeSauze to facilitate 
accessibility for teachers in all geographic areas 
of the school district. 
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Verifying that all terms in the ELRE Resource Guide 
lessons are defined in the ^.ccompanying unit glossary. 

Developing a guide for legal professionals to Use in 
adapting legal concepts and vocabulary to the appropriate 
iriteresst level of elerriisntary students. 

Modifying the inservice program for teachers so that 
it can either be. a sel£-instrucr iohal modular package 
or incorporated into existing time allocations, such as 
faculty meetings. 

Increasing the number of educationally valid field- 
trip sites for each ELRE Resource Guide unit. 

Exploring how the financial responsibility of the stu- 
dent field-trip program could be shared with other 
units of the school district, such as the Division of 
Cooperation with Business , Labor, Universities , and 
Cultural Institutions . 

Expanding the awareness program for pa ents and com- 
munity members in law-related education. 

An addi tonai recommendation to the Department ot eurricuium 
and Instruction is to consider the ELRE Program for incorporation into 
the educational design of the school district: 

On August 26, i§82 , _i"he Cleveland Board of_Education adopted 

a policy describing the conditions under which_ an experimental ortn- 

ndvative program may be considered fjr adoption as a permanent component 
of the instructional program. [Sp Appendix ft 'for a copy of the policy:) 
.After nearly three years of developmental work, data document that the 
Elementary Law-Related Program fulfills at least four of the five con- 
ditions for adoption included in the policy. Those four met conditions 
are :

_ A written plan which. includes objectives , activities^ and 
evaluation procedures shall be developed and shared witn the chief 
administrator of the unit (e.g. , district^ department , cluster, school) 
prior to the implementation of any experimental or innovative program. 

Such plans. shall clearly demonstrate how the educational goals of 
the district will be advanced through implementation of the program. 

An experimental or innovative program may be considered fjr 

adoption as a pemanent component of th 

p<"ogram only after the following conditions have been met: 

1. Clearly identified student needs have been addressed. 

Z. Eyajuatlye procedures have shown the prdgrair produced 
significant positive results. 

3. Appropriate personnel are available. 

4. It has been determined that the program is replicable. 

5. It has been determii^ed that any district resdurces 
(including time) necessary to suppdrt the prdgram are 
available.
